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Cold Color Process Is Tested 


Costs Less and Fruit Taste and Quality Better 


M*" Test nuns of a cold-color 
process for applying additional 
color to citrus fruit are being made at 
the packing plant of the Haines City 
Catrus Growers Cooperative associa 
tion. This method of coloring fruit, 
being developed by The Fruit Process 
ing Corporation of Flonda, demon 
strated what might become a milestone 
in the history of Florida citrus. 

According to John T. Lesley, man 
ager of the mammoth Haimes City 
Growers cooperative, this is the only 
successful process known at the pres 
ent time for coloring fruit by a cold 
method. Mr. Lesley said the industry 
has long been aware of damage to fruit 
caused by the heat of the dye tanks, 
and expressed the hope that the new, 
cold-color process will eliminate the 
necessity of subjecting citrus to im 
tense heat 

C. Walton Rex, Orlando citrus 
grower, said he believes the new cold 
color process will be a boon wo the 
citrus industry by reason of the fact 
that it will assure consumers of a 
better-quality, better-tasting fruit 
This, he says, automatically will result 
in higher prices for the growers. 

The method of applying the cold 
color which also includes the polish 
ing Waxes, is a series of sprays set above 
a transverse brush mac hine which is 
standard equipment is most packing 
houses, the fruit being sprayed as it 
travels over the brushes at room tem 
perature. From this equipment, the 
fruit travels into the standard dryer 
and polisher

Herbert A. Bargeon, Orlando, Presi 
dent of the Fruit Processing corpora 
tion, said the cold color process of 
treating fruit offers unlimited possi 
bilities for the handling of citrus at 
tremendous savings over the present 
system. In addition to increasing the 
life of fresh fruit and maintaining its 
natural flavor, undamaged by the 
‘cooking™ step, Mr. Bargeon believes 
growers and packers will benefit from 
eliminating the unnecessary heating 
equipment and expensive machinery 
Operating and maintenance costs can 
be slashed, and valuable extra space 
can be realized in any type of packing 
plant. The new method will not re 
quire extensive remodeling of present 
facilities. 

It has been noted also that the cold 
color process is successful in coloring 
a greater percentage of green trust 
than any other method. The import 
ance of this was explained by the fact 
that at certain seasons of the year 
many varieties of oranges turn back 
to green after they have ripened on the 
tree This is particularly true of 
Valencias which are packed even in 
early summer. According to Mr. Bar 
geon, much of the ripe fruit that has 
previously been discarded due to its 
green color may be utilized with the 
cold color process
